the five-star general for the 1952

would run If he were asked. But 
the Pennsylvania^, an Eisenhower 
backer, doesn't seem to be worried 
on that score.

the 73-vote Pennsylvania delega- 
tion at next year's party nominat- 
ng convention in Chicago. 


As the man who licked the GOP 


"Old Guard" for the Senate nom- 
ination In his state's primary in 
1950, Duff was regarded for a time 
_« having the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation practically In his pocket. 


Politicians here have heard re- 


eently, however, that the forces 
of former 17. 8. Senator Joseph 
Omndy are trying for a comeback 
ha which they hope at least to split 
the delegation. 


Grundy, traditional GOP organ- 


ization leader In the state, backed 
Duff when the latter won the 
governorship in 1946, but opposed 
urn when Duff ran for the Senate 
last year. 


Some of Duffs friends appar- 


ently think the Grundy forces 
Blight take a flyer on former Gov. 
Howard E. Stassen of Minnesota, 
aow president of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


Stassen -himself lent some color 


io'thlf^rumdf with a recent 
gnat; He said a decision he will 
male* later In the year about whe- 
ther to seek the 1952 Republican 
presidential nomination will be In- 
fluenced by what the people of 
Minnesota and Pennsylvania want 
him to do. 


Friends of Senator Tan (R-

raoe to every way except by pub- 
H« announcement, obviously hope 
part of the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion will go to him if there is a 
split.

Sydney Cardonlck, who 
repairs 


radios, vacuum sweepers 'and such, 
had a job to do in a customer's 
home last night. 


Being a devoted family man, he 


took along his six-year-old son 
Raymond. 
He wanted Deborah, 


three years older, to go, too, but 
she was playing outdoors and he 
did not care to spoil her fun. 


For some time Cardonick had 


been worried over his wife's des- 
pondency. Yet things had seemed 
a hit brighter lately, and-his mood 
archer listened* to'tne^tarTftoys" 
chatter was more cheerful than it 
had been for days. 
Gradually, 


though, the old fears beset him 
again. He tried to reason himself 
out of them, but It wasn't any 
good. 


Certain now that something was 


wrong at home, he made his way 
to a telephone booth and dialed 
bis house. 


As set down In police records, 


this is what happened after Car- 
donick's wife answered the phone: 


"Marian, 
is 
everything 
all 


right?" 


"No. everything isn't all right," 


she replied. "I'm going to kill my- 
self. I have all the windows clos- 
ed and the gas burners on.

John S. Pine's pro- 
posal for a one-half of one per 
cent personal income tax. 


The lower chamber passed the 


Income levy in April. Its leaders

Recommends Slash 
In Budget For the 
State Department 


Washington, July 10—(JP)—The 


House Appropriations Committee 
recommended today an 18 per cent 
cut in this year's funds for the 
State Department, but aimed none 
of the reduction directly at Sec- 
retary Acheson. 


Republicans seeking to force 


Acheson's ouster withheld their 
fire until the bill financing hia 
department reaches the House 
floor, probably early next week. . 


They did not offer in the com- 


mittee a proposal to prohibit the 
Twe^of "any" department fundi/to 
pay* Acheson's salary, during the 
fiscal year which started July X, 
Such a ban probably will be offered 
during House debate, and Demo- 
cratic leaders have conceded the 
vote will be close. 


The 
committee recommended 


that the State Department be giv- 
en $231,432,000 of the $283,686,476 
President Truman requested. That 
would be a cut of $52,254,476. 


This was a smaller percentage 


reduction than the committee ap- 
plied to the 1952 budget of the 
Commerce 
department, 
whose 


funds, along with those of the 
Justice department and the -judici- 
ary, are carried in the same bill.

Of a Festive September Country Fair 


Peace Camp, Munsan, Korea, 


July 10 — (JP) — Today's scene at 
the home base of the U. N. cease- 
fire delegation was a mixture of 
the 
genuinely 
impressive, 
the 


merely important and the plainly 
absurd. 


There also was a bit of an air 


of a September country fair. 
"Tent City" is laid out much like 


the tents at a small carnival or 
circus. Glittering military police 
and special guards surounded all 
the gates and entrances. 
There 


were special parking lota for the 
aircraft and jeeps. 


And there were nearly 100 news- 


men of every shape, type and des- 
cription. The only important news 
agency not represented this morn- 
ing was TASS — the official Soviet 
news service. 


The few women reporters stay- 


ing at Seoul were not on hand for 
the first takeoff. The newsmen 
here represented every Important 
media outside the iron curtain. 
Not only were the wire services 
out in strength — the Associated 
Press had six men at this one 
spot alone — but almost every im- 
portant newspaper in the world 
had a correspondent.

their various and rival attractions 
—like barkers at a sideshow.

Switch Reported 
In British Tactics 
Regarding Iran Oil 


Tehran, Iran, July 10— 


A sharp switch in Britsh tactics 
In the Iranian oil dispute became 
increasingly clear today. There's 
a surprising move to soft-pedal 
previous threats to withdraw all 
British technicians from Iran and 
'let the Persians stew in their 
own oil." 


A new policy of trying to hang 


on as long as possible—in the face 
of nationalization of holdings of 
the British-owned Anglo-Iranian 
oil 
company—is replacing 
the 


tough talk of only a week ago that 
the big refinery at Abadan and 
the surrounding south Iranian oil 
fields would be shut down. 


One Iranian official, commenting 


on the new developments, declared: 
"We've always said the British 
were bluffing when they threatened 
to pull out. It looks as though 
Premier (Mohammed) Mossa- 
degh's *no compromise' stand is 
working." 


There was no indication 
that 


Mossadegh would change that 
"no compromise" determination to 
seize control of the billion-dollar 
company's Iranian 
installations. 


But a government spokesman said 
the premier la giving careful con- 
sideration to President Truman's 
offer yesterday to send his person- 
al representative, W. Averill Har- 
riman, to Iran to help find a set- 
tlement. 


Mossadegh told U. B. Ambassa- 


dor Henry F. Grady that Truman's 
latest mediation attempt came "a 
little late." 


Official circles indicated they 


believed Mossadegh would accept 
th« president's offer to send Har- 
rlman to avoid offending American 
public opinion — even though he 
may not back down on his oil na- 
tionalization aims.

Warren County is included 


in the Altoona - Johnstown 
area. 
These are the same price in- 


creases proposed last month to be- 
come effective July 1. They were 
held up when court action was 
taken by the Pittsburgh city so- 
licitor to have a public hearing on 
the orders.

28th Division Is 
Alerted For Duty 
In European Area 


Washington, July 10—(,ff)—The 


Army today alerted two National 
Guard divisions for movement to 
Europe this fall. 


They are the 28th Division, or- 


iginally from Pennsylvania, and 
the 43rd, drawn from Rhode Is- 
land, Connecticut and Vermont. 


Two Regular Army divisions, the 


4th Infantry and the 2nd Armored, 
started for Europe earlier this 
year. 


The final units of the 2nd Ar- 


mored Division are expected to 
reach Europe this month. 


The 28th Division has been 


training at Camp Atterbury, Ind., 
and the 43rd at Camp Pickett, Va. 
Both National 
Guard divisions 


were called into federal service last 
fall. 


Two other federalized guard di- 


visions are already overseas, both 
of them in Japan. They are the 
40th from California and the 45th 
Division drawn from Oklahoma. 


The 28th Division la commanded 


by Maj. Gen. Daniel B. Strickler, 
of Columbia, Lancaster county, 
Penna. Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. 
Kramer of Wethersfield, Conn., 
commands the 43rd Division. He 
is a former chief of the National 
Guard Bureau. 


Both the 28th and 43rd divisions 


are scheduled to take part in large 
scale maneuvers in North Carolina 
next month. 


The Army did not announce any 


date for their departure for Eur- 
ope, but presumably It will be after 
the maneuvers.

U. N. Delegation Announces

To Military Affairs in Korea 


Seoul, Korea, July 10—(AP)—Cease-fire represents!*ve» 


today "made progress toward an agenda to discuss an arm- 
istice," United Nations representatives said tonight. 
Discussions will be resumed at 10 a. m. Wednesday (T p. 


m. Tuesday EST) in Communist-occupied Kaesong. 


A communique issued by U. N. Commander Gen. Mat- 


thew B. Ridgway's headquarters said the two opening ses- 
sions on Tuesday were held in "an open and formal atmos- 
phere." 


At the outset of the talks Vice Adm. C. Turner Joy, head 


of the five man U. N. delegation, announced discussions 
would be restricted to military matters hi Korea. He said 
the Allies would not talk about anything else—no politics, 
no economics, no military affairs elsewhere.

is on the track and there is as- 
surance It win stay on the track." 


The report on Tuesday's sessions 


was given to the press by an Army 
officer who had not been at the 
four-hour Kaesong meetings. 


He said Communists had desig- 


nated a "United Nations House" 
in the war-ravaged city for the 
use of U. N. delegates. 


The Allies returned Tuesday 


night by helicopter to their "peace 
camp" at Munsan without com- 
ment. 


When they arrived In Kaesong 


in the morning, the briefing officer 
said, the'UrN.'officers w'ere'met 
by American jeeps which preced- 
ed them there. 


Helicopter pilots had reported 


the delegation was met by 15 Jeep 
loads of Chinese, including some 
bearing side arms. 
They said 


armed Chinese stood guard around 
the field where the helicopters 
were parked throughout the day. 


The briefing officer 
said 
the 


American jeeps carried the U. N.'s 
two admirals and three generals 
to U. N. house. 
They traveled 


under armed Communist escort. 


As the briefing officer was mak- 


ing his report the North Korean 
Communist radio at Pyongyang 
said that withdrawal of all foreign 
troops was one of the conditions 
of peaceful settlement of the Kor- 
ean war. 


The Red radio said eventual so- 


lution of the Korean problem 
should be left to the Korean people 
themselves. 


However, the Kaesong talks, as 


the U. N. viewpoint was outlined 
by Admiral Joy, will be restricted 
entirely to military matters. 


In his opening statement he 


called on the five Red generals to 
show good faith in the negotia- 
tions and pledged the U. N. dele- 
gation would do the same. 
This, 


the admiral said, would generate 
an "atmosphere of confidence." 


"In such an atmosphere," he 


said, "there is every reason to hope 
for success." 


And he set strict limits to the 


subjects of discussion. Joy said 
the Allies want a stable peace but 
under no circumstances will they 
talk about: 


1. "Political and economic mat- 


ters of any kind." That includes 
the question of a United Nations 
seat for Communist China. 


2. "Military matters unrelated 


to Korea." This ruled out Formo- 
sa and other troubled spots. 


Joy said he and the four other 


military commanders comprising 
the U. N. delegation would "dis- 
cuss military matters in Korea" 
necessary to end "hostilities in 
Korea, under conditions which will 
assure against their resumption."

Sweet Peppers Rich 


in Vitamins 


Egg Plant Good and 


Good Looking 


Green Peppers Turn Red or Orange 


As They Ripen. 


A few plants of sweet peppers, set 


out in the garden after danger of 
frost is over, will give big returns 
for the space they occupy. They 
are among the ricl.sst of vegeta- 
bles in vitamins A and C and can 
be served raw in salads and cooked 
in many appetizing ways. 


Early varieties can be grown 


from seed sown outdoors, after the 
ground warms up, but it is better 
to start plants indoors or buy them 
in the market. The plants are very 
tender, and should not be set out- 
doors until it is safe for tomatoes. 


Space the plants 18 inches apart 


In the row and give them frequent 
cultivation They like a rich, heavy 
soil, but thrive in lighter soils if 
given plenty of water. The pepper 
is one plant which likes a bath now 
and then; it can be washed off with 
the hose and will thrive the better 
for it. 


They grow rapidly and once they 
begin to bear they continue to pro- 
duce fruit until frost kills the plants 
in the fall. A dozen plants will usu- 
ally be sufficient for a family of 
four. They have a long season dur- 
ing which they are in good condi- 
tion; the color changes from green 
to red and the vitamin A content 
increases with this change. The 
red peppers are highly decorative, 
•nd there are also attractive prange 
varieties. 


The only Insect likely to attack 
peppers is a flea beetle, which' can 
be discouraged by spraying or dust- 
in? with nicotine or D.D.T. There 
•re no diseases likely to bother. 


Hot peppers are seldom grown in 
gardens, but if you wish to try them 
the same general cultural methods 
will suffice. 


Pick Eggplant Fruit When the 


Skin Is Shiny. 


Though of American origin, egg 
plant is more popular in Europe 
and in the orient than in this coun- 
try* Its nutritive value is high, and 
there are many tempting ways of 
cooking It. 


Egg plant is closely related to pep- 
pers and tomatoes and takes so 
long to mature that plants are near- 
ly always started indoors and trans- 
planted to the garden. The plants 
require an even temperature and do 
not thrive in cold frames. A dozen 
plants are sufficient for the average 
family. 


The dark purple fruits are high- 
ly "decorative, and if you plan to 
enter a basket of vegetables in the 
harvest show, an egg plant is an 
absolute must in arranging an at- 
tractive display. 


D.D.T. has been • boon to egg 


plant, because it destroys its chief 
insect enemy, the flea, beetle, which 
eats tiny holes in the leaves. 


The fruit'may be eaten at any 
stage of growth, until its skin be- 
comes dull. As long as the skin is 
shiny, the flesh within is in good con- 
dition, but when that stage passes, 
the fruit should be discarded. There 
are many tempting ways of cooking 
this vegetable and several different 
methods should be used during the 
season. 


Egg plant is widely used In Asia, 
Japan and the islands of the Pa- 
cific; soldiers who icrved in that 
area had many opportunities to 
learn how it is served there. 


The plants require rich feeding 


and should never be set out until all 
danger of frost is over. Set them 13 
inches apart in th» row and keep 
them growing by frequent shallow 
cultivation.

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UNPRECEDENTED DEMAND FOR OIL 


It's the average citizen 
not the military 


that has built the fire under the oil industry, says 
Sam Damson, in his column "Today's Business Mir- 
ror." 
Ke sums up the situation in the following 


manner: 


The average citizen's unforeseen and unprecedent- 


ed demand for oil products for his car, his furnace and 
his factory—and not the need of oil for the Korean 
war, large as that is—sends oilmen: 


1. Scrambling for steel to expand facilities and 


seek new oil sources. 


2. Pooling resources to stall off any shortages of 


heavy oil for industrial plants on our east coast, in 
Europe or the Far East, should Iranian oil be lost to 
the west—a plan for this to be submitted today to 
the government. 


3. Building storage space this summer for the 


home heating fuel oil needed in next winter's peak 
demand. 


4. Talking of ordering some eastern factories to 


use coal, instead of oil, if the Iranian squeeze 
develops. 


True, the military demand for oil is twice what 


it was a year ago. And true, aviation gasoline has 
soaked up a lion's share of the highest octane quality. 
_ 
But the American Petroleum Institute points out 


today that military demand is still only five per cent 
of the total petroleum production in this country. 


It's insignificant when you look at the unprece- 


dented rate at which civilian demand has mounted. 


The Institute quickly points out that the Ameri- 


can oil industry has kept pace with the demand— 
even if it proved greater than anticipated. 
In the 


peaceful five years between V-J day and the Korean 
outbreak, the industry spent $10 billion on new plant 
and equipment. Refining capacity was raised 26 per 
cent, and daily oil production went up from 4,584,000 
barrels daily in 1945 to 5,200,000 barrels daily in mid- 
1950. 


Production is now in excess of 6,100,000 barrels a 


day. And refining capacity is being expanded by an- 
other 200,000 barrels a day to reach 7,061,350 bar- 
rels a day by the end of the year, to take care of 
domestic production and imports. 


And the industry has gone on finding and develop- 


ing new oil fields so that today, in spite of the heavy 
production, the nation has larger reserves of oil 
than ever before, API says. 


Where does all the oil go? Well, there are more 


than 48 million motor vehicles in the country. There 
are more than 5.2 million oil burners in homes and 
factories. 
There ar four million tractors on Amer- 


ican farms. At the start of the year there were 4,393 
more diesel locomotive units on order by American 
railroads. And world trade, reaching high levels this 
year, is carried in ships powered by oil. 


If demand for oil 'continues to grow at the indi- 


cated rate, oil men figure they may have to ex- 
pand facilities further in the next few years at a cost 
of §3 billion, with an additional $1 billion needed fof 
repair and replacement of plant and equipment. 


The industry is now spending around $100 million 


a year in research, compared with the $1.5 million it 
spent in 1925.

Beef and Chip Casserole 


(1 servinc) 


One 3% ounce can chopped beef, 


1% cups broken potato chips, % 
can condensed cream of mush- 
room soup.

Alternate layers of meat and 1 cup 
of chips. Add soup and meat 
broth. Top with rest of chips. 


Bake at 350 degrees F. 30 minutes, 
or until lightly browned on top.

(1 large serving) 


One 3% ounce can chopped beef 


1 tablespoon fat, 2 tablespoons 
diced onion, % teaspoon salt, %_ 
teaspoon chili powder, dash ol" 
pepper, % cup cooked tomatoes or 
tomato soup, % cup cooked red 
kidney beans. 


Remove meat from can. Drain. 


Melt fat in skillet, add onion until 
brown. Add remaining ingredients, 
including broth from meat. Cook 
slowly until flavors are blended, 
about 15 minutes. 


Hearty Meat Salad 
(1 large serving;) 


One 3% ounce can chopped beef 


V4 teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon 
French dressing, % teaspoon finely 
chopped onion, J& cup chopped 
celery, y^cup cooked peas, VA cup 
pickle relish, 1 tablespoon mayon- 
naise (optional), lettuce, 1 hard 
cooked egg, sliced. 


Remove meat from can and 


drain, saving broth for soup or 
sauce.

was before the House today. 


Rep. 
Albert Johnson 
(R-Mc- 


Kean) introduced administration- 
backed legislation last night r.u- 
thorizing a constitutional conven- 
tion to revise the state's outmoded 
charter. 


The legislation would put the 


question of the constitutional con- 
vention before the voters in the 
Nov. 
7 general election. 


It also would require both major 


political parties to select conven- 
tion delegates by August 1 for 
placing on the November ballot. 


The voters would select 65 dele- 


gates on the basis of one each 
from the state's 50 senatorial dis- 
tricts and 15 delegates at large. 


If the voters approved the con- 


stitutional revision plan, the con- 
vention would get underway next 
Jan. 1 and conclude its work by 
Sept. 1, 1952. The new or revised 
constitution would then go before 
the voters in the 1952 general 
election.

Softening of Water 
Is Big Business In 
3,000 Communities 


It takes more than 8,000 em- 
ployees in over 1,000 communities 
to provide completely soft water 
for two and one-half million Am- 
sricans, according to Bob Schen- 
holm, owner of the Culligan Soft 
Water Service, 210 Fifth avenue, 
east 
Reporting on the influence which 


the Culligan Soft Water Service 
has in the communities it covers, 
Bob Schenholm said that more 
than 25,200,000 gallons of water 
are softened every year. This rep- 
resents nearly two billion railroad 
tank cars of water.
